W ashington, Ja n u a ry 3.— The gov­ 
ernm ent's loss in operating the rail 
roads in 1918 
is calculated by rail 
road adm inistration officials a t less 
than $150,000,000.

the difference between the aggregate 
am ount the government will be com­ 
piled to pay railroad companies as 
rental for the use of their properties 
— the so-called guaranteed return— 
and the net incom e which the gov­ 
ernment will receive from tile rail­ 
roads.

To considerable length he de­ 
scribed the symptoms of fe a r he frank­ 
ly adm itted lie felt. 
B ut down a t tile 
bottom of the letter the censor, a lieu­ 
tenant, w rote: 
“Your son writes that he w as fright­ 
ened. 
Nevertheless, he volunteered to 
go out into ‘No Man s Land 
under 
shell fire, and bring hack a wounded 
captain.”

Burning Balloons Don’t Explode. 
A balloon when it commences to 
burn does not explode, a- a great many 
people seem to think, 
An incendiary 
or tracer bullet, when it hits the bal­ 
loon, goes through it, making two 
holes, of course. As the bullet Is flam­ 
ing, being filled with a magnesium 
compound, It 
ignites 
the 
hydrogen 
where iX escapes at these two hole-. 
Hydrogen, or in fact anything, can 
burn only when it combines with oxy­ 
gen, and as the hydrogen escapes at 
the bullet holes it combines with tho 
oxygen in tho air, and burns like two 
gas jets. 
The holes enlarge as the 
fabric is burned aw*ay and the flame- 
grow* larger until the whole balloon be­ 
comes one mass of flame. As soon as 
enough hydrogen has escaped to make 
the weight of the balloon greater than 
the weight of an equal volume of air 
the balloon starts to drop to the 
ground.—Lieut, ll.

Ireland’s Flax Crop. 
'rho flax crop Is engaging tile at­ 
tention of agriculturists In the north. 
of Ireland. 
Flax pulling is giving em­ 
ployment to every hand that'can he en­ 
gaged, and factory workers, clerks and 
business men are joining in this indis­ 
pensable work. 
The cadet corps of 
the Royal Academical institute of Bel­ 
fast is also engaged In pulling flax. 
Before the war the price paid for flax 
ranged from $1.50 to $2.50 per stone. 
The highest price ever paid for flax 
was $3 per stone in 1804, during the 
Civil war. 
Tills year the flax supply 
Committee has arranged to take over 
tile whole crop at prices ranging from 
$7.50 to $10 per stone, according to 
quality. Tho flax will he divided into 
six grades.
